cnhension of the robbex*. Thi* i* ex- 
plained by the statement of the polio* 
nthorities that the express company 
doubtless has employed Piukerton de- 
tectives and that the Pinkertom oper- 
ate as a firm of attorneys, getting a 
retainer and regular fees for work 
done. 


Yesterday several Washington detect 


ires followedap what they thought was 
a clow. They went down the river and 
examined a large sailboat moored about 
Mount Veruon. This boat had been 
used by a gang of men. .who have been 
together more or less in the vicinity, 
and some of whom, it is said, were con- 
victs. Tho apparent leader wag familiar 
•with the country where the robbeiy oc- 
curred and with the railroad. The boat 
was found practically abandoned, bat 
then was nothing about it that indi- 
cated it had been used daring the re- 
»nt robbery except that there was a 
Shotgun stowed away in it 
Inspector 


Eollraberger, Who examined the boat, 
•ays there Is nothing in the clew that 
cocld be pursued further. The met! 
who owned the boat have not been near 
it; but have not left the country. It is 
Lieutenant HoUingberger's theory that 
this boat was merely to connect with 
another in the river which carried away 
the train robbers.- 


It is understood that Pinkertmi men 


are watching both sides of the river and 
all points along Chesapeake bay, where 
the robbers might land. 


Police authorities here do not take any 


stock in the alleged theory that- George 
Carter, a croak with a well known po- 
lice record, has had anything to do with 
the robbery, because he is so well known 
that trainmen and nearly any other 
oitizen living along the railroad would 
hav* been almost sura to recognize 
him. 
, itisbeliend that the train robbers 
after the holdup made efforts to get on 
thewster and mingle with the small 
craft in Chesapeake bay, and there be- 
come practically lost to the pursuit un- 
til the affair quieted down. The Wash- 
ington detectives express confidence 
that ultimately the men will be caught. 


Nothing can be learned- as to the ex- 


act amount of the loss. The express 
officials say that can be learned only 
«t the general office in New York, 
where all reports are received from the 
point*-where money was sent by the 
oar which was robbed.

"We have the best 
detectives to be had and enough of them 
to watch every point.

. Mr. Herring, when asked about the 
fsdlvre of .the express company to offer 
rewards for the arrest of the robbers, 
nplied that he did not think a reward 
world secure their .arrest. "Yon can 
not catch thieves by rewards," he said. 
"W» hare already begun a pursuit 
which will land them and it will be ei- 
jsutTe em«ngh without paying a re- 
ward when they are canght. It costs 
money to catoh thieves, and in this case 
the difficulty is greater than in many 
other sections. There are many ways 
for them to escape and besides there are 
so many places for them, to hide. There 
an jaaay .milts of river and bay where 
ther* is no telephone connection . and 
rnjuiy onekg, iulete and uninhabited 
sections -where men may secret them- 
selves. It may take time to get these

When the flames 
began to close around, the mother gath- 
ered the children about her aud held 
them there until they were all over- 
come. The oldest of the children was 
6 years of ago aud the youngest 14 
raouths. 
Mrs. Harrigan, who was dO years of 


age had showed no signs of insanity, 
though for a time she had been de- 
spondent over the circumstances of her- 
self and family. Mr. Harrigan is quite 
poor and follows peddling for a liveli- 
hood. He went to Newark to sell his 


, every turn. 
At first the prisoner showed plenty of 


assurance, but finally it became appar- 
ent that he was giving way under'the 
strain-. One of the turnkeys took him 
aside then aud urged him to bo a man 
uid make a clean breast of the matter. 
Robinson had admitted that part of the 
story told by Mrs. Robinson was truoj 
and at last he admitted that he was im- 
plicated ill the murder, bat declared 
that his wife had fired the shot which 
killed Gibbs. . All of a sudden the pris- 
oner fcroke down completely.

They were 
loading him into a wagon as we 
went by." 
At the conclusion of his statement 


Robinson broke down and wept bitter- 
ly. He murmured the naiuo of Sadie 
repeatedly in a reproachful way, aud 
was completely unnerved. 


In her statement to the Buffalo police 
Mrs. Kobinso;i claimed that Kobinson 
had fired the three shots, and that she 
did not use her revolver.

of two parsons, howm^c, tn whom Mrs. 
Robinson admitted that Hhe lired the 
shot which killed Gibbs. Oiie of them 
is Bert Snyder. Abrahams, with- Sny- 
der in custody, will appear before the 
grand jury in Buffalo on Wednesday. 


The authorities here have promised to 


defer the sentencing of Robinson for 10 
days in order to give the Buffalo grand 
jury a chance to pass-upon his case. If 
he is indicted he will "be delivered to the 
authorities of Erie county, N. Y., for 
trial. 


Sleeping Car Tax. 


COLTJHBCS, 0., Oct. 16.—The state 
board of appraisers 1ms completed the 
work of sizing up the proportion of the 
capital "took of the sleeping car com- 
panies used in Ohio, on which tho new 
tax under the law of last winter is to ba 
based. The proportion, of the capital of 
the Pullman oompaiiy found to be used 
is $882,404, and tho 1 per cent tax vrill 
require ths-payment to the state of $3,- 
924.04. The Wagner company's Ohio 
capital is placed at $229,883, and the tax 
assessed will foot up $2,296.82, making 
a total revenue of $8,319.86.

The city council last night discuss- 


ed the advisability of cutting off the 
I>ay o* policemen, when they neglected 
to report the street electric lights 
that were not burning each night. 
This is a part of the work assigned to 
the police and they should be com- 
pelled to act accordingly. 
It is to 


the interest of all that good lights be 
furnished and that an equivalent be 
given for the big money paid out 
each month for electric lights. 


The Limi Gazette, in its chattering 


about Congressmen, etc., attempts to 
deceive its readers concerning Mr. 
Layton's attitude on the tariff, and 
says that if re-elected he will vote 
for more "free trade and further dis- 
turbance of the business of the coun- 
try." Every intelligent person Knows 
that the only party that now contem- 
plates continued agitation of the 
tariff subject is the Republican party, 
led by such people as Governor Mc- 
Kinley and others, who, in their 
anxiety to again saddle the iniquitous 
McKinley bill, with all its evils, upon 
the people, would be willing to para- 
iyze business for another year with 
the 
discussion of another 
tariff 


amendment. The Democratic House 
secured great relief to the taxbur- 
dened people by the repeal ol the Mc- 
Kinley bill and the adoption of the 
Wilson substitute. Business is now 
adapting itself to the new conditions, 
and as soon aa general trade recovers 
from the evil effects of years of Mc- 
Eioleylsin, which well nigh made us 
a nation of bankrupts, a condition of 
basinet* will exist which was known 
before the McKinley bill was enacted. 
It is not the policy ot the Democracy 
to keep the tariff matter agitated, 
and that no one knows better than 
the Republicans, but If political cap- 
ital can be made by them in making 
such allegstlons the truth or falsity 
of their statements does not matter 
to them.

A Good Shot and ail Honest Man. 


The New Orleans Picayune tells a 


good story of Lientenant John W. Hoard 
of the Third United States cavalry and 
of how ho got the best of a dishonest 
army contractor. Lieutenant Heard was 
detailed as quartermaster .at Fort Thom- 
as, A. T. The contractors sent in their 
bids to furnish supplies as usual, the 
now quartermaster keeping a sharp eye 
on them all. 
He had, as ho supposed, 


all the contracts in his possession. But 
one day he discovered that certain pa- 
pers from one of tho contractors were 
missing. The contractor had taken them 
back. He went to the man's office and 
asked- for them. Tho contractor declined 
to hand them over. At the same time he 
remarked, with a smile that was child- 
like and bland, that tho now quartar- 
mastcr would be amply takon care of. 
Lientenant Heard drew his pistol and 
remarked back to the contractor, "Give 
me those papers." Tho contractor did 
not then hesitate. Lieutenant Heard 
found that the original figures had been 
altered so as to cheat tho government 
out of several thousand dollars. The pe- 
cnliar mistakes were rectified at once 
tinder the inspiration of Liimtomtnt 
Hoard's revolver. Then he departed. A 
little while after that four men attempt 
ed to kill Heard. Again he whipped oat 
the convenient pistol, and this timo he 
fired. One of tho attacking party was 
killed, and the rest ran away. The dead 
man was a nephe~,T of the dishonest con- 
tractor. 


The city dn.de who is accustomed in 


his mind to toko agriculturists for 
slouches would have been very much 
nndeoeived if ho could have seen tho 
men assembled at,tho farmers' congress 
in Parkersburg, W. Va. The fine, strong, 
rosy men, with large brains and good 
clothes, there assembled wonld have 
put him to shamo with his silly notions 
of nrban superiority. The farmers say 
in their addresses at tho congress that 
they want a number of things. Among 
these are good roads, freo mail delivery, 
telephones from house to house, and, 
most of all, improved profits for their 
farms. These latter they intend to se- 
cure or know tho reason why, and the 
people will applaud. Among the poli- 
ticians, the merchants, manufacturers 
and bankers the farmers were being 
slowly ground to powder. They say now 
that tho tariff question may settle itself 
one way or the other, but whichever 
way it jumps they demand for their 
products the protection that other peo- 
ple's products get, be the samo more or 
less or uoiia at all. They intend to 
have hereafter a fuller, freer, happier 
life for the rural inhabitant, with cul- 
ture aud leisure. Again all the people 
say amen. Tho rush from tha'iarm to 
the city must oeaso soon and the tide 
start the other -way. It is inevitable. 
Farmers have suffered heretofore from 
took of organization. 
That lack they 


are now supplying for themselves. Tho 
farmers of this country will be heard 
from. 


To Prevent Forest Fires. 


Professor B. Fernow, chief of the 


forestry division of the United States 
agricultural department, has made the 
following recommendations in regard 
to forest fires. If the states will heed his 
suggestions, the disasters of the autumn 
in Minnesota, Wisconsin and Michigan 
will never be repeated in this country: 


Fizvt.—Appolnt ono state fire commissioner, 


who Is to be tbe responsible agent of tho state 
for (lorrying tho law iato effect and organiz- 
ing the gervlee, and who is paid for his work 
In proportion to tiio value of his services. 


8ocond.~Mako all aherl^fe rasponsiblu for 


tlio patting out of Urea in tiielr county and for 
apprehending any incendiaries; give tbo sher- 
iffs "powor to flwear hi speelal fire wardens to 
•at *0 their deputies, with power to employ a 
poaao when necassory to fight fires. 


Third.—-Erect watch towers in aultablo lo- 


ofttious for the aae of flro wardens, and if pon- 
dbki wtsbUib telegraphic connection between 
n. Employ Additional special fire patrols 


In the dangerotH districts during the dAngor- 
oiu months, July and August. 


Fourtli.—Bequiro all lumber operators to 


burn tlwlr debris early in tho spring (May)— 
U osn too done, .because it la being .dono suo- 


faHy, cienply and willingly by aome-snd 


if tb«y do not comply have tho fire warden do 
IK for them, charging, tho lumberman with tile 
•xpeaoe. 
•Fifth.—Esquire:r*Uroad companies, who are

Wo arrived nt tho scono of action, 


and tho business of the day commenced. 
Tho subalterns' cup was tho first event, 
and, I must say, tho boys did credit to 
tho old Two Hundredth. 
Tho senior 


subalterns wcro lying by for tho regi- 
mental cup, aud tho juniors had the race 
to themselves. It was won by young 
Molesworth, whose round shoulders and 
unconquerably ugly seat had caused 
much conflict of opinion between him 
and tho old riding master, but who now 
showed that if ho were not destined to 
shiuo in Die menage he had at auy rate 
indisputable ncrvo and enough Boat and 
hands to take him over a difficult coun- 
try.

I just looked 
into tho teiit before going to -weigh and 
BIUV Mnry Macartney, looldiig as sweet 
as ever. Seymour and Finch wero both 
with lior, aud she was wishing them 
good luck in their gnllop. As they left 
her safely iu the colonel's charge I 
heard her say: "Now, miud, I expect you 
two to beat everybody else, aud I shall 
be particularly nice to the one who 
•wins. I may oven give him two dances 
at tho castle ball tomorrow night." 


The Two Hundredth wero pretty 


businesslike in matters of sport, and 
there was none of tho fuss and delay in 
the weighing room that too often marks 
the doings of amateur jockeys. Punctual 
to time, tho starters filed out of tho tad- 
dock. I think there were eight of us. 
Seymour's colors were rose aud black 
cap and Finch's bine and red sash.

;han he did, but tho white hairs on his 
chestnut emit and ,tho silvery looks in 
iis tail showed the blood of old War- 
.oek, and ho had » lar^e sharo of tho 
pace, oleveinosH and staying power that 
marked lu's great ancestor. As wo iod» 
down Dhe course I could hear tho few 


bookies who were present iu the ring 
rijckonlng up tlio chances ot OKI field in 
stentorian cries of "B to 1, bar two." I 
was riding a confidential old' hunter 
Which wns war/autod to stand up over 
the country, but I had only entered him 
tci make np tho race, and unless most of 
tho others oamo to grief i had not tho 
smallest chance to be Iicaid of at tho im- 
iah.

OJ 488 honor 
credentials ibsuod, 398, or more than 
two-thirds, w«re Rained by girls, iu out- 
colleges the number of women gradu- 
ates rose to a, OSS, oiio being reported 
from Columbia, 88 from the city uni- 
versity, 761 from the coeducation col- 
leges aiid 2,078 from the eight women's 
colleges. In the professional and tech- 
nical schools there wore 4,048 woman, 
including eight in law schools and 818 
in medical schools. The TJniversalist 
seminary »t Canton reports three fe- 
male students iu theology. By the BO 
culled special schools 8,808 women were 
returned. Of tlioso, 3,720 are credited 
to Pratt institute, 850 to the Teachers' 
college, 188 to the Stato Normal college, 
808 to tho Woman's Art school, 198 to 
tbe Grand Conservatory of Music aacl 
121 to the Cooper Union night schools. 


'So far ns the United States are con- 


cerned, New York has always hold tho 
first place in woman's education. 
In- 


deed the Albany Female academy claims 
to bo the first instiution for tha higher 
education of woiueui ovor founded li- 
the world. This is no doubt" true as re- 
gards estnblialiments exclusively design- 
ed for the female sex, but it must hf 
remembered that in tho. middle agos 
women wore permitted not only to study 
but to teach iu Italian universities. 
An early and well known rival of the 
Albany institution was Miss Emma Wil- 
lard's school at Troy. 


It is tho boast of Elmira college that 


its charter o£ April 18, 185S, made it 
tha first degree conferring college sololj 
for -womeu, Yrhilo Vassar, which started 
with a generous endowment on. Jan. IS, 
18131, immediately acquired a recog- 
nized leadership as tho first of tho great 
establishments for the higher instruc- 
tion of womeii. Thus it appears that all 
four claimants to tho honor of first hav- 
ing d&no cffootivo work on a large seals 
for woman's education aro New York in- 
stitutions. Another fact is worth record 
ing: .Although Now York reports sij 
colleges for women and four for coedu- 
cation, only Yassar, Cornell and Syra-

Ac- 
cording to the census of 18!)0, there wore 
in tho whole Union 135,525 men and 
288,397 women teachers. Of the teach- 
ers in the Now York common schools 
28,809 aro woniou. Bnt woman's tcsioh- 
iug is no longor limited to primary 
grades. She him steadily won her way 
through grammar schools, high-schools 
and colleges to chairs in univorsitios. It 
should not be inferred, however, that a 
majority of the Rnictautca o£ femala col- 
leges ure niiimatcil with thd purpose of 
pursuing any professional calling. Tho 
ramarkahlo dovoloumont attaiiiod of late 
years by New York institutions for the 
higher education of women is due to a 
widespread recognition of tho fact that 
a coIloRfi course wisely planned and in- 
dustriously followort affords the bast 
preparation for the intelligent discharge 
of tho functions of witehoofl. and moth- 
erhood and tho duties of homo life. 


Tho movement to which we havo here 


referred is iiicrc-asiiig at a surprising 
rate. The number of girls in this state 
who entered college last year from 
schools supervised by the board of re- 
gente was 84 per- cent greater than it 
was the year before, aud tho number of 
those now preparing to oilier will show, 
ns we aro informed, a similar augmen- 
tation. Tho bost colleges for women nro 
far from being ublo to reccdv'e all the 
qualified applicants. New colleges are 
continually being founded, arid, what 
will prove of even more utility, the old- 
er colleges and universities aro rapidly 
opening to women their f aoilities for in- 
struction. Iu American colleges gener- 
ally the proportion of female students 
!a considerably largor than it was oveii 
El few years ago. For instance, tho at- 
tendance of women i;t the University of 
Michigan rose lust year from 88 per 
cent to 87 per cent. Tho author of this 
report expresses tho belief thas early in 
tho next ooutnry om- colleges will grad- 
uate moro women than men, just as tho 
f academies do now.—New York Sun.

SOLVED THE PKOBLEOC. 


Individual Communion Cups Invent- 


ed by a Lima ]£an. 


For some time it has been realized 


that no small danger from contagion 
exssted in the common cup used at 
the sacrament of the Lord's Supper. 
Physicians called attention to the 
fact that no large number could hope 
to use a common cup without serious 
menace from germs o£ disease trans- 
ferred from one to another. 


Accordingly, leading journals took 


up the subject, pointing out the dan- 
ger and calling for protection from it 
in individual communion cups. Sev- 
eral persons of Inventive mind turned 
their attention to producing one indi- 
vidual cup. The obstacles based upon 
scriptural grounds readily gave way. 
There is nothing in scripture requir- 
ing any definite number o£ cupa. If 
one cup was originally used ttiat cus- 
tom has long since been departed 
from, and from two to twelve cups or 
even more have been used, according 
to the size of the church. 


Thechief difficulty was encountered 


in' the filling of the cups. They 
must De necessarily small, and in a 
large church membership the labor 
of filling was soon found to be a se- 
rious task. Dr. Forbes, of Central 
Presbyterian 
church, 
Bochester, 


New York, mastered part of the 
difficulty. 
He prepared individual 


cups, but the labor • of filling them 
for central church was a formiable 
task. It remained for Rev. Thomas, 
formerly of the Welsh Congregation- 
al church at Venedocla, O., anc3 now 
a resident of Lima, to settle the re- 
maining difficulties. 
He 
has 
in- 


vented a service of cups, either of 
aluminum or nickle, with fountain 
and trays of nickle. The cups are 
filled from the fountain, which is 
made to contain over one-hall gallion 
of wine, is cticular in form, very 
handsome 
in appearance 
and is 


operated by a valve at the bottom of 
the fountain through which the wine 
flows into the cups in the tray under- 
neath by means of twenty-four small 
tubes, branching sufficiently to dis- 
charge their contents into as many 
cups. The trays, upon which the 
wine is served to the communicants, 
are provided with forth-elght holes 
for the filled cups and sixteen larger 
holes which recuive the cups tele- 
scoped one inside the other when 
emptied. 
~- 


The filling of the cups is done very 


quickly by means of Mr. Thomas' in- 
ventions 
Eiich .tray sllaes under 


the fountain, the valve is pressed 
scarcely a full second, and the cups 
are filled ready to be borne upon tbe 
trap to the nommunioants.
